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The Grass Lake School 
Board has announced that it 
will run a two part referendum 
iiacluige on Saturday, JtineSrd. 

According t6 District 36 
Superintendent William Hart 
the special dection will asic 
voters to approve a buildings 
referendum and a rate increase 
in the Building Fund. 

First on the ballot will be a " 
$295,000 building referendum 
to construct an addition and to 
repair and equip- the present 
school buildii^. 

The addition would house 
an eight classroom wing, art 
^and science areas, a^resourse 
^braryjind expand the present 
office facilities. The addition 
would enlarge the present 
building by nearly 50%. 

The second half of the 
measure is a proposed Building 
Fund -rate increase from $.!25 
to $.55 per $100 of assessed 
valuation. 

The $.30 increase would 
cover additional upkeep, 
lepair, maintenance and supply 
costs and would enlarge the 
present budget of $19,936.60 
to $43,860.52. 

Hart' explained that the 
addition was urgently needed. 
The present enrollment of 330 
students is anticipated to 
mushroom to 450 within two^ 
or three years. The average 
growth rate is approxbnately 8 
to 10 percent. 

He said that the school's 
P.T.A. board and citizens 
groups were currently engaged 
in working to make the 
referendum a success. 

Lone polling place for the 
measure will be the Grass Lake 
School. Polls will be open from 
I^oon to 7 P.M.

According tp Athletic 
Director Ward Lear the cuts In 
freshmen athletics will have a 
large hnpact on the overall 
sports program. **In a very 
short period of time - two 
years at the most - football 
wise, there's no way we can 
compete," he said. 

**This is where you create 
your biterest. Your Interest Is 
created in the grade school and. 
continues on in the lower 
levels. Our greatest dropout 
rate Is between the sophomore 
and junior years." 

"The bad part about it is 
the greatest amount of 
participation, as Car as game 
competition and individual 




competition is at the levels ' 
we'^e cutting out. But when 
you have to cut, you have to 
start somewhere and this was a 
group decision." 

Stuart Good, Chairman of 
the Industrial Arts Department • 
said that the effect of the 
teacher cuts and budget 

reductions would be to 
penalize the non-college bound 
student. • • * 

'*S^eaking for ' niy ' own 
department, youYe depriving 
students of greater exposure 
and greater vocational 
orientation or vocational . 
training,"*^ he isaid.. "Many 

students like to work with 
their hands and don't Intend to 
go on to college. By cutting 
programs we are depriving the 
nonH»llege bound student of 
the opportunity to familiarize 
himself _ with . another^ 
vocational avenue that he 
could pursue." 

Good finished with his own 
personal thought that "we- 
were hurt but we'U survive. 
Hie only problem is that. we

Abt and water pollution, as 
well as pollution ftom oil spills 
and other sources can - and do 
have international hnplicatipns. 
Uniform staiidardfit of conduct 
are essential to assure that 
every nation will respect the 
rights of others to the limited 
air and water resources which 
are most basic to the existence 
of human life. 

While the scope of the 
Stockholm conference is tat 
more comprehensive, it appears 
that positive steps will be taken 
on 3 fundamental points,

_ Antioch's newly . named Chief 
of Police. Jack Wells, and if he 
has hia.'way about it. that's 
-exactly liow it vdll be. - ..: :^ 
f' The experienced' and 
confident State Police sezgeant 
told something of his plans for 
the department during a one 
hour exclusive interview with 
NEWS Editor, Joseph Rush. 

'Tm rodly looking forward 
to wbrldiig In a small area." he 
saldi— '^When-you— work-in-a 
large area like District Two 
that h idudes three counties , 
you tend to get hnpeisonal 
now. on a smaller scale, such as 
hero hi Antioch you can really 
get faivolved." 

Wells noted that he has a 
few ideas going for him as he 
comes m, "but. I'm gohig to 
make a staff study for a day or 
two."^ He noted that when he 
takes over he hitends to find 
things out on his own. usbig 
observation. **I vrant to find 
out just wiiat area or areas we 
need to hnprove." 

The sergeant, who 
categorizes himself as "hard 
nosed but not unreasonable", 
said that when he takes charge 
**there are a couple areas that 
any department can upgrade. 
For one thing. I believe in 
walking. Getting out of the car 
and checking on thlnga I don't 
mean to create a beat walker, 
but the men should be on foot 
once in a while." 

He later explahied that 
changes in habits and lack of 
an iron routine could confuse 
would be law breakers and so 
act as a deterrent to crime. "I 
believe in unorthodox 
measures. When you deal with 
crime you've got to fight fire 
wIthfireT" 

"Personally. I. see the chief's 
duties as a llason between the 
citizens and the village. You 
can't reduce the chi^ to an 
ordinary trooper by making 
him waste his ikne. When I 
take over as chief, 111 be in the 
office and available." 

Another aspect of his new 
position would be to meet the 




Chief Jack Viiri 
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citizens. He siid he was going 
to spend time walking hhnself . 
'*The people I don't know I 
Intend to meet. Whether on 
Main Street or at meetings, it's 
the job of the chief of police to 
know his community." 

Wells said he intended to " 
upgrade the training for the 
department. "Well operate 
)iere the same way as the State- 
Fblice in a lot of ways. I know 
the State Police are a lot 
bigger, but the similiarity 
exists." 

Continuing with an earlier 
point about his approach 
toward his new job. Wells said 
that he was a fair man. "A 
police officer doesn't use his. 



badge to ftirtlier^^iiai^\w«?^f 
private animosities. We will bo^ 
a fair department"' he said;' 
"You can't regulate a person's 
dress or looks. If any of my- 
men try it they'll be hi 
trouble." 

The 52 year old new Chief 
ended the discussion by noting 
he was optimistic about the 
new position. "I'm really 
looking forward to it or I 
wouldn't have made the 
move," he said. "This is a 
revitalizing thUig for me. The 
chance to institute practices 
that IVe always thought would 
work. I guess you could say 
every policeman is a firustrated 
chietbf police.^ ,-- -1— .

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Although only jone more 
County Board meeting is 
scheduled before . the 
distribution of Certificates of 
Merit to the good, grey, 
retiring members of that 
eminent body, it seems that 
the tensions of competitive 
government are not yet behind 
us. 

/ At the meeting on April 
18th, for instance, the gallery 
was treated to one of the good 
old-fashioned donnybroolcs for 
which the Board is justly 
famous. And although the- 
dialogue was not as specifically 

rancorous as it was to become 
later in that meeting, the issue 
divided the two candidates for 
Chairman of the 
to-be- installed -May-lst 
members: Norm Geary and 
Ron Coles, the present 
chairman. 

Recently the Board acted to 
increase the membership of the 

Sheriff's Merit Commission 
from three to five members. 
The whole Merit Commission 
question is fraught with 
eccentricity, as a matter of 
fact. Primarily the Commission 
is designed to 'talce the 
deputies out of politics* - to 
protect them and their jobs 
should partisan politics rear its 
irrational head among them. 
According to the rules, jio 
deputy can be expected to 
campaign for a given individual 
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purpQse of electing County 
Bpard members, and dnce the 
present 'three ' members 
originate firom three of the 
five,: perhaps her colleagues 
JBhbuld consider appbinting the 
other two members from the 
remaining unrepresented 
Districts 2 and 5. 

Hany Robin rose at once. 
**I don't know if you call *two* 
"a~7Concentration£_This_ Bokrd- 
enacted the ordinance adopting: 
the Merit Commission system 
to protect the men of the 
Sheriff's office," and he 
continued, voice throbbing, to 
describe the comfort it is to 
the men to know *'after an 
election that their families will 
be looked after and that the 
spoil system will not be there." 

Dr. Sandee, softly inquired 
If there wasn't some 
requirement in the law about 
dividing the . political party 
representation, on the 
Commission. Sounds of restless 
disagreement filled the Great 
Hall. "No no • nothing lik^ 
that," murmured a number of 
supervisors testily. 

A few minutes later when 
Assistant State's Attorney 
Reese read the law aloud: 
^'Appointed by the County 
Sheriff and approved by the 
Coufity Board. And there shall 
be ino more than three 
members affiliated with the 
same political party" - the

Havi^ enunciated those < 
noble standards, the law goes 
on to point out that the 
members of the Merit 
Commission -are appbinted by 
the Sheriff himself,' and 
approved by the County 
Boards An interesting way to 
appoint watchdogs when you 
consider that Sheriff Clavey 
was quoted in the local press 
recently as having said (re the 
successful campaign to 
nominate Oscar Lind for 
Coroner): 

"Our opponent called up 
the Sun Times and complained 
that 1 had alt my deputies out 
working for Lind. Well, he was 
wrong. I had deputies, firemen 
and police- for Lind. I had 
everybody working for him!". 

So much for the system. At 
any rate, the appointment of 
two additional members to the , 
Merit Commission was on the 
Agenda April 18th. In addition' 
to tjhe I present three members 
(Bill Hoyerman, Deerfield; Ken 
Hamsher, Fox Lake; and Bill 
Bicket, Zion), the Sheriff was 
asking the Board to concur in 
his appointment of Firacis 
Meier, Fox Lakie and P. Alden 
^-Beigquik^ of Lake Forest. But 
it was not to be so simple. 

Janet Morrison voiced the 
first mild objection by . 
suggesting that since the 
County has been ciit up into 
five gebg^phiC'districts for the 



silence in the. Chamber-was 
thunderous. 

At no time did anyone 
make the slanijl'erous suggestion 
that either of the nominees was 
a Democrat (one of the present 
members is, admittedly). And 
hiterestingly^ enough, the battle 
to keep alive the two party 
system • at least on the. Merit 
Conimissioii level - was waged 
by Norm Geary and BOl Lea, 
Republican committeemen 
both. "I do think we have to 
have minority representation;*' 
said Geary. ,. "I would move to 
Ttable this matter uqtil the hew 
Board comes in." 

Answered Robin: "This is 
telling a man how he is going 
to have to vote in order to 
retain that position." 

"It's the Iaw»" cried several 
votees, "the law!" 

In the end the matter was 
deferred to the next Board 
meeting - to be held April 
28th, before the seating of the 
new members. It should be a 
for-real circus!

foods together, l^ore are 
special diets for the overweight 
dog as wdl as the dog with 
intestinal problems. ^ 

It is quite possible that an 
older dog who is overweight 
might also have 'heart trouble 
or some other disorder. For 
this reason, a do-it-yourself 
diet is very dangerous. 

Your dog's doctor may also 
prescribe mineral or vitamin 
supplements which can be

treatment-rearing lagoons and 
the receiving streams and 
letting the fish swim out, just 
as is done in catch -out 
ponds all over the country. 

Fingerlin^B for such projects 
could be grown by the millions 
in aerated waste treatment, 
lagoons; estimates range up to 
1 pounds per capita per yearl 
Where they do not already 
exist, ponds could be built 
both to teat fish and provide 
effective tertiary treatment at a 
cost of only $3 to $5 per 
capita plus land. 

The fish themselves 
continue to benefit the streams 
and lakes in which they're 
planted. Every pound of 
growth represents the removal 
of that much nitrates, 
phosphates and organic waste, 
from the water. Moreover, for 
every pound of growth, it is 
estimated thatthe breathing of 
fish and the insects they eat 
has already converted 10 
pounds of organk: wastes into 
carbon dioxide and water-both 
useful and necessary products 
for the cycle of life. 

Thus the poople who have 
the tan of catching the fish will 
be helping to clean up the 
_water arou nd them.

What then can be done \

faidignation to the school board 
are, of course, pointl^ 
Deficit .spending has to be 
stopped somewhere. 

What probably then should 
be done is a solid commitment 
on the~part of parents (and not- 
just parents of athletes) to find 
a means of reinstating all extra 
curricular activities, either by a 
referendum or state financing 
so thatr thehr children can 
nuture into well-rounded 
tiidividuals able to cope with a 
rapidly changing world.
